THE CELTIC/DRUID TAROT 


(Part VIIT) 


In the late '70's I first synthesized my ideas 
for a Celtic/Druid Tarot. At the time I was teaching 
a beginner's class through the Milwaukee Free Univer- 
Sity. The class project was for each person to de- 
Sign a Major Arcana. One of the Students, Sue Skell, 
agreed to work with me on designs for the embryonic 
Celtic/Druid Tarot. Stuart Kaplan reproduced two of 
the trumps in Vol. I of Encyclopedia of Tarot (listed 
as Sue Skell's Tarot). 


Although Sue and I did not continue with a final 
verSion, I would like to share the designs and ex- 
planatory commentary with you. The cards reflect 
more of a traditional Tarot orientation than the 
final product will ultimately be. This was due to 
Sue's rudimentary qgrasp of Tarot and Celtic/Druid 
concepts, as well as my yet-unfinalized incorporation 
of Specific concepts into particular cards. The 
inner pages of this issue contain photopies of the 
Major Arcana for your personal use. 


FOOL - QUERT - WILD APPLE 
A heavy-laden apple tree bears a huge red apple at 
its crown, upon which Strides the Fool, dressed in 
the unripe green and ripe red colors of the apple. 
The bite the Fool takes from this apple, like Eve, 
will lead him into the world of conscious awareness 
and will mark the beginning of his journey as the 
fallen divine Spark into the world of humanity. JYust 
as he Iinsures his death by consuming the apple (a la 
Snow White), he also secures his Subsequent immortal- 
ity, for those who accept the necessity of death 
realize that it leads to transformation and rebirth. 


MAGICIAN - BETH - BIRCH 
The central Symbol of this card is a birch tree, rep- 
reSenting the magician, encircled by the Serpent of 
wisdom, pierced by the sword of the intellect and 
grounded by the foundation .and authority of the 
Stone. To the left of the tree are the remaining 
tools of the magician - hir spear and cauldron (sym- 
bolizing dexterity and inspiration, respectively). 
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The background is distinctly divided into two sec- 
tions, the red sSymbolizing 'above' and encompassing 
the aSpiring branches of the birch/magician and the 
blue representing 'below, ' where the base of the tree 
lies. It Should be noted that three of the four 
tools, or magical weapons, of the magician intersect 
the 'above' and below, ' while the stone (as a Symbol. 
of the physical plane) remains in the region of "be- 
low.' The Spear represents the Spiritual level, the 
cauldron the emotional level and the Sword the intel- 
lectual level. 


HIGH PRIESTESS - UATH - WHITETHORN 
A huge whitethorn in full leaf and a young woman 
Share the central space of this card, Surrounded by a 
Spring-|like nature Scene. The crowned Priestess 
touches the tree and holds a book at her breast, as 
if to reinforce the idea of her Sanctity. Her ex- 
presSion reveals the Surety of her inviolate nature, 
of the inner environment that no one Is privy to. 
She can be taken to represent the young hera, Olwen, 
protected from the sensual aspects of existence by 
her father, Yqspadadden Penkawr, the whitethorn. 


EMPRESS - AILM - SILVER FIR 
The Empress stands, Seemingly Supported by the huge 
Silver fir behind her, her arms wrapped around the 
Divine Child. Her feet touch upon a flowering stream 
of water (the water of the Subconscious, inspiration 
and creativity). She has discarded her $shield of 
authority and consciousness, but not permanently. She 
wears the red of the Shield's eagle on her outer gar- 
ment while the inner lining of her headdress reveals 
the blue of the sSubconscious which gives birth to 
SUperconscious awareness (the Divine Child). As the 
High Priestess embodies the waxing cycle of the Moon 
and the Moon trump its waning, the Empress SIignifies 
the full Moon. She also sSymbolizes all Celtic Moon, 
Mother, and Earth goddesses. 


EMPEROR - NGETAL - REED 
Amid flowering reeds and rushes stands the Emperor, 
with his sceptre of authority. He is crowned and 
dressed in royal purple. His throne in the back- 
ground has arms in the s$shape of a papyrus scroll and 
is Square Symbolic of the number four and the four 
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elements constituting the physical world, over which 
the Emperor rules. 


HIEROPHANT - NION - ASH 
A bare ash tree dominates the card, replacing the 
traditional figure of the Hierophant. The Symbols of 
his power and authority Surround the tree - the gold- 
en, interlocking keys to remind one that the Hiero- 
phant is a bridge between the esoteric and exoteric 
worlds, the golden crown of authority in the material 
world, and the sceptre of Spiritual authority. The 
diamond pattern on the crown and the crosses on top 
of the three front Spikes reinforce the idea of the 
phys ical plane, while the. triangle pattern of the 
Spikes indicates the influence of the Spiritual 
2lane. The three horizontal bars and three lower 
rings of the Sceptre emphasize the number three as 
the Symbol of trinity and synthesis. 


LOVERS - MUIN - VINE 

A vine wraps itself Seductively against a Support, 
while outlined in red are the figures caught up in a 
lover's embrace. Although the black and white copy 
>f the design does not reveal it, the usuval black 
ettering has been replaced by red. This 1s done 
deliberately to sSymbolize the rich fruit of the vine 
— the wine of desire. 


CHARIOT - FEARN - ALDER 
Tall alders, bedecked in Springtime 1lime-green, dom- 
*nate this card. They are crowned by a pentagram, 
:ymbol of humanity as the master of the four elements 
(or the physical plane) and of the aspirations of the 
Charioteer. HIir remaining accoutrements include the 
Sword of the victor, smiling/frowning: harlequin masks 
representing hir mastery over the positive and nega- 
tive aspects of existence, and the falling wheels of 
a disintegrating chariot, from which the Charioteer 
emerges to drive hirself instead of being driven by 
mundane forces. 


STRENGTH - UR - HEATHER 
In this arcanum a lioness Symbolizes the integration 
of above and below in a physical incarnation. She 
triumphs over a blazing fire from which she has just 
emerged, transformed. The fire is still fueled by 
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the discarded aspects of her old Self. The lioness 
emerges as the refined, or reborn, self. She has 
integrated her Spiritual nature (the woman of trad- 
itional decks) into a physical vehicle (the lion) in 
order to Successfully Journey through the material 
universe. Noble, protective and strong, She repre- 
Sents the most powerful feminine archetype of the 
Tarot. 


HERMIT - COLL - HAZEL 
A Stout, flowering hazel branch extends itself diag- 
onally across the card. The brown-garbed Hermit, 
representing a Druid, stands on ascending terrain. 
He grasps a thick hazel wood staff in his left hand 
and a glowing lantern in his right. He is at a rest- 
ing point, gathering up the reservoirs of knowledge 
provided by the past to progress into the future. He 
is also at the midpoint of life, approaching the ma- 
turity Symbolic of the autumn Season. 


WHEEL - -=- - PALM 
An-eight-spoked wheel dominates the central position 
of this card. . Seven palm branches extend from the 
Spokes, with the eighth descending into the trunk of 
the palm. Between the branches are scattered the 
Sigils of the nine planets of the Solar system and 
the Sun and moon, implying that astrological forces 
form the outer experiences of life around the circum- 
ference of the wheel, which feeds into the hub of the 
inner Self through the eight spokes (eight is the 
number of the spirit). Two Serpents rise on either 
Side of the palm, representing the involutionary and 
evolutionary cycles implicit in the back-and-forth 
movement of the wheel. The central wheel also repre- 
Sents the regenerating phoenix, who Is Ingesting the 
influences of the outer astrological forces in order 
to burst forth, reborn. The bull (earth) and lion 
(fire). represent, respectively, the lowest and high- 
est -points around which the wheel revolves. The tree 
is Situation on the Solid earth of conscious mundane 
experience, foreshadowing the blue water of the $Sub- 
consScious and the fiery air of the Superconscious. 


> JUSTICE - EADHA - POPLAR 
In this trump the white poplar shares Space equally 
with the Scales and Sword of Justice. The Sword 
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points downward to emphasize the Somewhat negative 
conSequences of karmic Jjustice. Only one pan of the 
Scales is displayed, perhaps offering a chance to 
rectify Situations represented by the downward-point- 
ing blade. Both scales and Sword hang suspended, 
waiting for their wielder (the Self as the ultimate 
Judge of itself) to take them in hand. 


HANGED MAN - DUTIR - OAK 
To the left of the card is a flowering oak tree which 
expandes to dominate the top right portion of the 
card's Surface. From a strong branch is suspended | 
the Hanged Man. He has tied his left foot by rope to 
the tree. His right leq bends to form a triangle 
above the diamond pattern created by his arms clasped 
behind his back (the triangle of Spirituality sur- 
mounting the cross of mundane existence). He 1s nude 
and bears a Serene, peaceful expression. The Hanged 
Man has Submerged himself in the depths of his inner 
being, Sacrificing himself to himself, to emerge 
later reborn and whole. 


DEATH - IDHO - YEN 
An empty grave with a tombstone containing an out- 
lined Skeleton head appears before a full yew tree. 
The implications are positive, as the inner meaning 
of the thirteenth trump 1s resurrection and trans- 
formation rather than physical putrefaction and 
finality. Behind this scene flows the blue water of 
the Subconscious and a red, fiery morning Sun. The 
aweSome respect accorded the yew reflects upon the 
belief in death as the final corrective or refiner of 


life. 


TEMPERANCE - TINNE - HOLLY 
A holly tree sSprinkled with its red fruit stands to 
the left of the card while in the background issSues a 
rainbow (indicating a bridge from above to below or, 
alternatively, the fulcrum of a balance). A female 
angelic figure Stands with one bare foot in a poo] 
and the other on land, pouring fluid: from a small 
bowl in her hand to a larger urn on the ground. 


DEVIL - LUIS - ROWAN 
A charred, leafless rowan tree is portrayed in the 
middle of the card, Surrounded by flames. Within its 
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branches is trapped a flaming Seal of Solomon, $sym- 
bolizing the uncontrollable power of 'above' when it 
is drawn down to 'below' for negative purposes. 
Standing in the flames are two semi-human nude fig- 
ures, male and female, possessing horns and tails. 
They are enquifed in a carnaqe of their own creation, 
aS they have twisted the positive, life-giving, mag- 
ical asSpects of the rowan for their own sSelfish 

ends. Therefore, no redemption is granted them. In 
this respect, the Celtic/Druid Devil is more negative 
than the usual interpretations of the trump - even 
SUrpasSing the negativity of the Tower (traditionally 
the worst card in the pack). 


TOWER - RUIS - ELDER 
Upon a Sacred mound (qgorsedd in Welsh - used by Celts 
as places of meeting for business of a Judicial na- 
ture) Stands an elder in full leaf against a grey, 
ominous Sky. The mist partially veils a dull, yellow 
SUn. From the heavens is discharged a brilliant 
orange and yellow lightning flash which dives into 
the tree, whereupon flames begin to consume It. The 
flash from above is pronouncing Judgment upon the 
tree planted upon the mound of Judicature. 


STAR - GORT  - IVY 
= ve tak gold and orange eight-pointed star (Symbolic 
of the Spirit) dominates the center of this card. 
Ivy laces itself about the central star, while around 
its branches peek Seven tiny five-pointed stars (or 
pentagrams, which represent humanity and the Five- 
fold Goddess - Maiden, Warrior, Lover, Mother, and 
Crone). The pale blue background indicates that the 
central Star appears at dawn (possibly the planet 
Venus), departing from from the uSual design portray- 
ing a twilight scene. 


MOON —- SAILLE - WILLOW 
A waning (death aspect) Moon rests on the uppermost 
branches of a full willow tree. The Moon 1s defying 
the authority of a dawn Sun by prolonging her hold 
over the willow. The tree rests upon a red brick 
physSical Structure which is reflected in a green, 
murky pool. There is no movement in this card; 
everything is Suppressed by a (heavy stillness. 
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SUN - ONN - FURZE 
A joyous Sun radiates over a young, tender furze tree 
(replacing the traditional figures of a child on ul 
horseback or children playing in a circle). This Fa 
trump celebrates the end of winter and the promise of 
abundance to come. The fledgling tree blossoms under 
the nurturing rays of the Sun. The Spring Equinox 
generates and regenerates life. 
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| JUDGMENT —- STRAIFF - BLACKTHORN 
A stark, black-etched, yet flowering blackthorn ap- 
pears ominously in a heavy sky, encircled by clouds 
beneath a fiery, hot morning Sun. This karmic omen 
manifests over a quiet country village, as yet un- 
aware of the portent. A road (or path) is also 
indicated; the traveller must encounter this vision 
of the blackthorn before progressing (or perhaps 
reaching the Safety of the town). This 
confrontation, or Judgment, cannot be Side-stepped or 
ignored. IT WILL NOT GO AWAY, and is likely to face 
the traveller wherever She turns.

WORLD - -- - MISTLETOE 
A mistletoe branch hangs pendant over a cosmic 
mistletoe berry. The berry incorporates the 
experience of the four holy living creatures - the 
Taurus bull Cearth), the Leo lion (fire), the Scorpio 
eagle (water) and the Aquarian angel (air). 
Integration of the above and below has taken place.

This 154-card expanded Tarot is Rosanna Raphaela 
Roger's vision of an astro-mythological deck embody- 
ing a vista of metaphysical concepts. Rogers is an 
astrologer rather than an artist, but her initiative 
in creating this unique system cannot be invalidated 
by disparaging the artwork. Its roughness exudes 


vitality. 


A black-and-white deck, it 1s divided into 22 
Major Arcana, /2 Court cards, 40 pip cards, and 20 
"Annex" cards. Court. cards consist of 3 Kings, 3 
Queens, 3 Knights, 3 Maidens, 3 Princes, and 3 
Princesses in each of the four suits. For example, 
the fiery Wand suit contains an Aries, Leo and 
Sagittarius card for each King, Queen, Knight, 
Maiden, Prince, and Princess. Water s1igns are 
assSlgned to the Cups, earth signs to the Swords, and 
air $S1gns to the Pentacles. The Annex cards are 
extras depicting the 4 seasons, 4 temperaments, and 
direct answer' cards relating to situations explored 


in a reading. 


The cards are heavily drawn and somewhat 
cluttered with explanatory commentary. Rogers relies 
heavily on Greek /Roman mythology for the vignettes 
drawn on each card. Thus, even cards ass1igned to the 
standard Tarot are not easily recognizable. The Fool 
trump, for instance, has been redesigned as Pluto 
committing the "foolish" act of abducting Persephone. 


In spite of the clutter, the concept of the deck 
is fascinating and it stands as a metaphysical system 
in itself. The Storyteller Tarot is accompanied by a 
diagram of a complex astrological-Tarot reading and a 
comprehensive 94-page introductory text.
